be easily reorganized

taken up carefully and put out again 
with euuI care. Never set them out in 
rows. Plant in clumps tis they grow 
in natural formation. 
These shrubs will .‘ill supply either 
bright 
foliage, 
beautiful 
coloring in 
the fall, berries or fruit 
that 
will 
make them interesting to have in the 
yard. They can be mixed with a few 
evergreen and make beautiful screen 
and 
border plantings as well as
